Document 1 discloses a cellular preparation wherein 
islet cells are retained in a tube-shaped gelled 
polyvinylalcohol, and a method of preparing said 
preparation. 

The inventions set forth in claims 1 to 9 and claims 
16 and 17 of the present international application differ 
from the invention disclosed in document 1 in that a 
cellular preservative is also mixed into the preparation. 

However, document 2 indicates that, by storing islet 
cells for transplantation in a UW cell preservation 
solution, the cells can be stably preserved even when the 
cells are stored at a temperature just above the UW 
solution freezing point. 

Further, document 3 discloses the use of Euro- 
Collins solution or UW solution, which are both cell 
preservation solutions, for the stable preservation of 
islet cells for transplantation. 

Thus, in order to improve the stability of islet 
cells in the invention disclosed in document 1, mixing in 
a solution known to be suitable for the stable 
preservation of islet cells, such as Euro-Collins solution 
or UW solution, would be obvious to a person skilled in 
the art . 

Therefore, although the inventions set forth in 
claims 1 to 9 and claims 16 and 17 of the present 
international application are novel, they do not involve 
an inventive step in the light of documents 1 to 3 . 
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
